Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (MPEP), Section 713.04, Substance of Interview Must be Made of Record 

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview. 

Title 37 Code of Federal Regulations (CFR) § 1.133 Interviews 

Paragraph (b) 

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1, 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 



37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt.

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The inventor (Tony Baker) provided a brief overview of the 
technology and how it came to be developed. The enablement rejection pertaining to the use of sodium salicylate was 
discussed, with the examiner suggesting how the rejection might be overcome via a declaration and/or by providing 
prior art showing function similar to the other "chelator enhancing components" of the claims. Inventor Baker noted 
that sodium salicylate provides more of a preservation effect than a suppression effect; the inventor and applicant's 
representatives plan to discuss this aspect of the invention further before deciding how to proceed. The art rejections 
of record and ways in which they might be overcome were discussed; the discussion focused on amending the claims 
to provide a step in which the reagent of the claims is directly contacted with a bodily fluid sample so as to achieve 
suppression prior to amplification, as is discussed and exemplified in the specification. The examiner noted that claims 
95-96 were rejected only under 35 USC 103(a), and that the claims presently encompass extraction of nucleic acids 
followed by subsequent amplification. Amendments to overcome the new matter and 112/2 rejections of record were 
also briefly discussed. It was agreed that applicant would file an after final amendment, and that the examiner would 
review the amendment and than contact Dr. Birkenmeier to discuss allowable subject matter. The examiner also 
indicated that a new Power of Attorney and change of address still need to be filed in the application (it was agreed that 
a copy of the interview summary would be provided by FAX to 512/457-2000; the new power of attorney and change of 
address will be filed shortly). Applicant's representative was also reminded to make the substance of the inverview of 
record in the after final response .
